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I, Frederick S. Larson, declare that: 

1 . 1 make this declaration in support of allowance of the above-identified 

2. I was employed by Trintex, later renamed Prodigy, between 1 986 and 



3. My initial job title at Trintex was National Account Manager. 

4. During 1988, 1 become Director of Membersliip Marketing. 

5. During 1 987 and 1 988 I was involved in acquiring new users to test and 

aid in development of the Prodigy Service. 

6. I am making this declaration to state my knowledge of the circumstances 
surrounding the testing and development of the Prodigy Service in 1987 and 1988. 

7. At all times during the testing and development of the Prodigy Service, 
membership obligations and conditions were appUed to aU members on an equal basis. 
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8. The "Rules for the Hartford Pilot", attached hereto, is indicative of the 
conditions under which users participated in the testing and development of the Prodigy Service 
during the period from September 1987 through March 1988. 

9. The "Rules for the Hartford PUot" clearly show that the Hartford PUot 
users were acquired to actively test and assist in the development of the Prodigy Service and were 
under strict obligations of confidentiality and nondisclosure. (Page 2) 

1 0. It is my belief that users in the San Francisco, Atlanta and Connecticut 
Computer Society panels would have been treated identically to the Hartford Pilot testers with 
regard to membership obligations and conditions. 

1 1 . The Founding and Charter programs involved the acquisition of additional 
users in the previously established Hartford, San Francisco and Atlanta service areas for the 
purpose of testing the service over a larger user base. 

1 2. At the time of the Founding and Charter programs, during the Spring and 
Summer of 1988, it was felt that the Prodigy Service was still in system test, that a significant 
expansion of the user base was needed to fully test the system functionality, and that this testing 
could identify potential points of failures in the system. 

13. The Founding and Charter members were given special incentives as 
inducements for their hoped-for toleration of the anticipated system failures. 

14. The names "Founding" and "Charter" were themselves chosen to convey to 
the users that they were being asked to participate in testing and development of something 
entirely new and different. 
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15. The Hartford, San Francisco, Atlanta and Connecticut Computer Society 
panels as well as the Founding and Charter programs were primarily directed to testing and 
development of the Prodigy Service and were not principally directed to commercial marketing of 
the Service. 

1 6. The first effort to commercially market the Prodigy Service was the 
expansion of the Service to several California cities during the Fall of 1988. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States 
Code and that such willfiil false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issued thereon.
